THE POPULATION OF CALCOTTA. : 

Curious facts with regard-. to the 
population of Calcutta are brought to 
light by the. report. of the, last ‘cengus. 
The total population ia given. as 898,067, 
of which 607,674 are males--or more than 
two moles to each. female. Another 
peculiar feature is that-only 22-per cent. 
of the pupulation are children under 13, 
whercas in. Bengal the percontage. is 36. 
The growth in population in the last ten 
years has been 48,271, of which figure’ 
41,701 are males of working age, 15 to 50 
years, This is'due to the large immigra- 
tion into, the city of working men. This 
ig further shown by the fact that during 
the last ten years there have been in the 
city 287,678 deaths, but’ only 160,485 
births, leaving a balance of over 126,000 
to be made up, so that there muat have 
been at ‘the lowest estimate 174,459 
immigrants. The effect of this on the 
death rate, it is pointed out, is consider- 
able, and the true death: rate for 1911 
should have been 31.5, not 27.2, the figure 
returned. In the same way the birth rate 
is affected and should have. been 28.1,
